Vacuum tube technological elaboration quickly outran the 
primitive understanding of information storage/retrieval theory 
available when De Forest and Armstrong were still in their labs. 


As a consequence, today's repairman or archivist is faced with 
a bewildering array of notation systems such as the Joint Army/Navy 
(JAN) system that identifies tubes in the form "VT-XXXX" where the 
suffix is chosen unscientifically. Thus, there is no computer 
friendly method of keeping an inventory of these devices. 
Moreover, all available systems are intuitively flawed. For 
example, a 6C4 triode is half of a 12AT7, but that fact is not 
apparent from the designations. 


To remedy this situation, the Hams at AB5L have begun a new, 
modern system that easily and simply goes on line while at the same 
time conserving precious disc space. 


For common tube types we simply convert the trade designation 
from Hexadecimal. Thus the 6C4 is logged as a 1732 and the 50C5 
for a table radio is now a 20677. This suffices for miniatures, 
but for larger eight-pin models we use, of course, Octal. In our 
basement a 6146 is found as a 14002 and the smaller 2E26 is a 
27047. For prewar four-pin envelops such as might be used on 5 
Meters, we use Binary, finding a 210 to be a 11010010. The power 
amp tubes are reverse converted and an 811 is a 32B while an 813 
is a 32D. The common 572 becomes a 23C but note that a 572B is a 22315. 


Simple isn't it? We have found this system at least as useful 
as working 6M QRP CW in the VHF contest. 


Workers who wish to further investigate these thoughts might 
turn to such publications as Hospital Age as the inspiration sprang 
from our 19 years in the Healthcare industry.

Hi! 


I'm a little concerned by all the "use an air compressor" advice. There 
are two problems with this: it stirs up all that mysterious dust, exactly 
what we xdon't*x want to do with an Unknown Substance; and in my experience 
most of us simply blow dust (etc.) into the least accessable and most 
damaging places of a piece of gear when attempting to clean it with 
compressed air. 


Use a vacumm cleaner! A big old "shop-vac" type, with some simple 
adaptors to get into close corners, does a very nice job. And if you're 
worried about tiny Things Unknown slipping by the filter, you can buy a 
couple more hoses (cheap) and route the exhaust outside, where odds of 
dispersal to a safer, lower concentration are better. (The genuinely 
driven can even improvise a finer filter on the exhaust from common 
household materials*, though it should be pointed out that viruses are not 
filterable, at least by such methods...and you'll still have the filter 
media to dispose of! Might be a good idea to wash out the exhaust hose 
very carefully, too.) 


*xThis is cribbed from a "fallout filter" one of the more useful 
think-tanks thunk up a very long while ago. It takes a bit of explaining, 
quite dull if you don't want to build one, so I've deleted same. But the 


materials are things most folks have in their homes already. If carefully 
put togther, the resulting filter is about as good as that of a commercial 
hepa-vac. Neither one of them will stop a virus, though they're utter 
perdition for nasty dust!

I second Bobbi's vacuum approach over an air hose. In addition I recommend 
you make up a special ‘attachment' for extra BA TLC. 


I take a 6' or so long piece of flexible tubing (3/8" ID or so), stuff it 
into the vac hose, secure with duct tape (of course) leaving about 1/2 of 
the vac hose open. This gives a gentle suction, flexible, small for nooks 
and crannies and lots easier to handle than a shop-vac hose. 


I use my special attachment along with an assortment of paint brushes, 
artists brushes, and tooth brushes (which you can heat and bend into lots of 
wierd shapes).

The current body on the slab is an HRO-50T1. As usual, as a new 
patient, it got the cut down acid brush scrub/sweep backed up by the 
shopvac super suck. Compressed air was next but very regulated so nothing 
loose got launched into the ozone or anything weak got blown away. Mild 
detergent got rid of the easy dirt-grime then freon was used to cut dead 
grease. After the chassis was 'clean' I rubbed it down with Nev-R-Dull then 
an old 'T' shirt to pull corrosion from the pitting. It be shiny now! Just 
spiff city! (even the asbestos) Any thing that could be unmounted from the 
chassis then cleaned /cleaned under was..... The part that should be read 
between the lines is using a shit load of long-stick industrial 'Q' tips and 
rag pieces on sticks for getting at the hard to get at places and cloth with 
cleaner on thin cardboard between stator/rotor on the main tuning condenser. 
Several days of spare time here before recap and power up. DeOxit did it's 
trick on coil contacts etc. but I still have to tear down all the pots for 
cleaning-denoising. 


Initally there were two bad tubes, rotten pwr cord, and paper caps 
which got hot to the touch. Cord, tubes, total recap happened after the 
above Tidy Bowl then the set got its light off. So far so good. This is my 
first HRO so its neat playing with something 'new'. The Hammarlunds, 
R390As, TCSs, BC348s, NC-300, 183D , RAK/RAL etal are all there but this is 
my first HRO so playing at another Classic is fun. A manual is on the way 
from Raymond Sarrio so a tweek can be done on the coils GC/BS alignment. 
This looks like the coils, just B/C/D no A yet, were cobbled together but 
had never been aligned/harmonized...osc don't track etc. All in all it 
looks/sounds like a neat radio which will be just better after aligning the 
orphan parts. 


How did this start?? Oh yeah, compressed air! Take it easy, use a 
filter(practice safe compressoring) and consider the dry pumped canned air 
for working around small nonreplaceable parts. TechniTool, Contact East, 
Specialized, and other purveyors of electronic tools have what you need. 
Sure would like to find that damn 'A' coil.

> very carefully. for safety reasons all blow nozzles were derated by 
boreing 

> out the 1/8th hope to about 3/8th of an inch to cut down on the 
turbulance 

> and pressue damage that could be done. .......... 


Well, this is a case of looking at both sides of the coin. I've for years 
used 120 pounds with a straight nozel with about a 1/16 inch bore. The 
advantage I have found with that configuration is you have better 
directional control with a narrower cone of pressure and a wider range of 
force depending on distance. When blowing dust from delicate parts like 
mica trimmer caps I keep the nozel will back and when I need to dislodge 
tough cookies I can move in for the kill. Small children and childish 
adults don't use my compressor and blow nozel so I don't have to answer to 
Our Savior Has 

Arrived. My advice, as always, is to use good sense. You know, that stuff 
they had way back when.
